b. A Coup de Main mission is planned to liquidate (5) 
for his betraying 3 so-*alled "Diversionaries" whom it was 
claimed were sent to Waahoo land from KMUlcer* His act of 
patriotism and the manner in which it was carried out received 
great publicity over the Iyceum radio and news dispatch* It 
consisted in his inviting these "Diversionaries 11 into his home
